SEASONABLE  NOTES 

The  unusually  backward  spring  has  brought  about  several 
Important  developments  in  seeds  for  summer  planting.  In  the 
Eastern  and  Central  States  weather  conditions  have  prevented 
to  a large  extent  early  seedings  of  spring  crops,  and  there  is 
every  indication  that  farmers  will  make  larger  plantings  of 
summer  seeds  than  usual. 

We  have  noticed  several  reports  that  Clover,  Alfalfa  and 
Sweet  Clover  stands  have  suffered  severely  from  the  cold,  wet 
weather  in  most  sections  of  the  country,  with  the  result  that 
many  fields  will  have  to  be  planted  over  again.  These  con- 
ditions already  are  having  a marked  influence  in  the  demand 
for  summer  seeds,  such  as  Soja  Beans,  Cow  P'eas,  Sorghum, 
Millet  and  Sudan  Grass.  In  the  past  ten  days  Sudan  Grass  has 
advanced  fully  fifty  cents  per  hundred,  and  both  Wilson  Black 
and  Virginia  Sojas  have  had  a similar  increase.  There  is  every 
indication  that  the  demand  for  these  seeds  will  be  unusually 
heavy  with  material  advance  in  prices  quite  evident. 

Very  serious  conditions  have  developed  in  stocks  of  8oJa 
Beans  available  for  seed  purposes.  It  has  turned  out  that  the 
Middle  West  produced  beans  of  such  poor  germination  that 
the  majority  of  the  beans  raised  there  are  unfit  for  seed  pur- 
poses. 

The  backward  spring  and  slack  early  demand,  with  cheap 
prices  bid  the  farmers,  caused  enormous  stocks  of  Wilson  8oJa 
Beans  to  be  ground  up  for  cattle  food.  This  same  condition 
applies  to  a less  extent  with  Mammoth  Yellow  Beans  in  North 
Carolina,  where  the  oil  mills  also  have  been  active.  The  gen- 
eral shortage  of  hay  crops,  also  the  fact  that  fewer  oats  were 
sown  this  year,  due  to  unfavorable  weather,  are  causing 
tremendous  inquiries  from  every  section  as  to  the  available^ 
stocks  of  Soja  Beans. 

Prices  on  Virginia  and  Wilson  Soja  Beans  have  already  ad- 
vanced 75  cents  a bushel.  Prices  of  Mammoth  Yellows  have 
advanced  25  to  50  cents  a bushel.  Laredos  are  also  cleaning 
up  very  rapidly  in  the  South. 

It  is  advisable  to  secure  your  requirements  for  seed  purposes 
•arly  this  year,  as  there  are  not  enough  Soja  Beans  to  go  round. 

BLACK-EYE  and  BROWN-EYE  PEAS  FOR  SEED. — We  wish 
to  call  particular  attention  to  the  various  varieties  which  we  are 
offering  this  year.  The  Dixie  Queen  Brown-Eye,  our  own  pro- 
duction, is  one  of  the  finest  edible  peas,  and  being  an  early 
variety  is  most  desirable  for  early  market.  For  flavor  and 
eating  qualities  we  consider  the  Dixie  Queen  far  superior  to 
the  Black-Eye  Peas.  The  Black-Eye,  however,  is  more  gen- 
erally known  and  is  always  a good  seller  as  a green  table  pea 
or  dried.

SELECTED  AND  RECLEANED  COTTON 

SEED 

It  has  always  been  our  aim  to  secure  our  seed  stocks  of 
Cotton  from  the  largest  yielding  crops  and  from  sections  prac- 
tically free  of  the  boll  weevil.  Our  entire  stocks  are  drawn 
from  the  extreme  northern  section  of  North  Carolina  and  Vir- 
ginia, special  care  being  used  in  ginning  to  avoid  mixing,  be- 
sides being  heavily  recleaned.  Cotton  seed  grown  in  theae 
sections  are  earlier  in  maturity  than  seed  raised  in  lower 
latitudes,  and  their  use  will  help  materially  In  getting  ahead  of 
the  boll  weevil. 
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SOJA  B E A N S— The  Favorite  This  Year 

Owing  to  the  low  price  of  Soja  Beans  this  year,  in  comparison 
to  Cow  Peas,  there  is  every  indication  that  they  will  be  used 
to  a larger  extent  as  hay  or  soil  improving  crop.  This  together 
with  Velvet  Beans  being  unsuitable  for  seed  this  year,  will 
make  Soja  Beans  the  leading  legume  for  summer  planting. 

The  main  uses  of  the  Soja  Bean  crop  are  (1)  Seed  ana 
grain  production;  (2)  Hay;  (3)  Growing  with  corn  for  pastur- 
ing with  hogs  or  sheep;  and  (4)  Growing  with  corn  for  silage. 
All  of  these  are  important  factors  to  every  farmer,  and  plainly 
shows  their  adaptability  to  a number  of  uses.  On  account  of 
the  many  varieties  of  Soja  Beans,  it  is  wise  to  use  some  care 
In  selecting  the  best  varieties  for  the  purpose  intended.  We 
are  giving  below  information  regarding  the  various  varieties 
of  Soja  Beans  which  will  helpi  you  in  your  selection: 

MAMMOTH  YELLOW  SOJA  BEANS  are  probably  the  most 
widely  known,  and  owing  to  larger  supplies  available  this 
season  with  low  prices,  will  very  likely  be  the  favorite  in  the 
Southern  States.  This  variety  requires  about  150  days  for 
full  maturity  and  is  well  adapted  for  growing  with  corn  for 
silage  or  pasturage.  It  is  probably  one  of  the  largest  producers 
of  forage,  but  the  quality  of  feed  is  somewhat  coarser  than 
the  earlier  types.  We  do  not  recommend  the  Mammoth  Yellow 
to  be  grown  for  seed,  except  in  the  eastern  section  of  North 
Carolina,  as  the  other  varieties  listed  below  generally  bring 
better  prices  as  a rule. 

The  EARLY  VIRGINIA  BROWN  SOJA  BEAN  we  consider  is 
one  of  the  best  all-round  varieties  for  general  use.  This 
variety  has  been  used  with  excellent  results  in  the  Eastern 
States  as  well  as  the  Central  States.  It  matures  in  about  125 
days,  and  on  account  of  its  abundant  growth  with  slender 
stalks  and  large  yield  of  beans,  makes  it  an  excellent  hay 
variety.  For  the  Northern  and  Western  States  the  Virginia 
Bean  is  a favorite  for  planting  with  corn  for  ensilage,  due  to 
Its  erect  and  vining  growth.  This  habit  makes  it  one  of  the 
best  ensilage  beans,  as  the  corn  binder  gets  the  full  growth 
and  binds  them  with  the  corn.  The  Virginia  Bean  is  a fine 
yielder  of  beans  and  a good  variety  to  use  for  seed  production. 

The  WILSON  EARLY  BLACK  SOJA  BEAN  is  a similar  va- 
riety in  growth  to  the  Virginia,  maturing  in  about  115  days. 
For  sections  with  a short  growing  season  this  variety  has  few 
equals,  producing  a fine  quality  hay  and  a good  soil  improver. 
The  County  Agent  of  Jennings  County,  Indiana,  reports  that  in 
seventeen  Soy  Bean  demonstrations  the  Wilson  led  the  list  of 
eight  varieties  generally  used,  yielding  3,835  pounds  per  acre, 
the  Virginia  producing  3,445  pounds. 

The  LAREDO  SOJA  BEAN  for  eastern  Virginia  and  the 
Southern  States  is  becoming  one  of  the  most  popular  varieties. 
This  is  one  of  the  later  maturing  beans,  requiring  about  140 
to  150  days  for  full  maturity,  having  slender  branches  ana 
an  abundance  of  leaf,  both  of  which  go  to  make  an  ideal  bean 
hay.  One  of  our  most  reliable  growers  of  New  Kent  County, 
Va.,  has  this  to  say  regarding  the  Laredo  Beans:  “Plantea 
Mammoth  Yellow  and  Laredo  Soja  Beans  at  the  same  time  on 
practically  the  identical  soils  and  both  crops  harvested  to- 
gether. The  Laredos  yielded  eighty-seven  shocks  of  the  finest 
quality  hay  I have  ever  raised,  leaves  holding  well  and  branches 
out  from  the  bottom  to  the  topi.  The  Mammoth  Yellow  in  com- 
parison only  yielded  twenty  shocks  of  rather  poor  quality  hay, 
and  nothing  to  be  compared  with  the  Laredos.” 

Last  year  was  a most  unfavorable  season  for  any  growing 
orops,  and  shows  conclusively  that  the  Laredo  is  one  of  the 
best  drought  resisting  varieties.  It  is  particularly  adapted  to 
sections  where  wilt  and  nematode  are  prevalent,  and  has  proven 
Its  resistance  to  these  troubles.  The  Laredo  Soja  Bean  is  small 
In  size,  and  although  higher  in  price  is  one  of  the  most  eco- 
nomical varieties  when  it  is  considered  that  one  bushel  is  suf- 
ficient quantity  to  plant  six  acres.  This  is  a very  desirable 
variety  to  grow  for  seed  production. 

The  MAMMOTH  BROWN  and  TARHEEL  BLACK  are  both 

favorites  in  some  sections,  having  about  the  same  character- 
istics of  growth  as  the  Mammoth  Yellow,  but  slightly  earlier 
In  maturing.
